Sum of $11,200 is Raised at Big 


Flatrcck Christian Dedication 


Held Sunday 


THREE SERVICES DURING DAY 


Shaw 
Memorial in Afternoon For 


Famous Revivalist and Song 


Writer, Native of County 


In spile of very inclement weath- 


er which kept scores of people 
at 


home, the dedication services of the 
Big Flalrock Christian church, one 
of the oldest in central Indiana, were 
held Sunday and resulted in $11,200 
being raised to pay off the debt.

The money sub- 
scribed at the three services Sun- 
day added to what had previously 
IIPPII subscribed, amounted to about 
$] 1,200. 


Seven persons who attended the 


dedication of the first church in 1S5G, 
were present Sunday. 


The new edifice is of brick veneer 


construction and contains all of the 
modern improvements, including a 
heating plant, kitchen and commo- 
dious 
basement. 
A basket dinner 


was served at noon Sunday and hun- 
dreds of people enjoyed the repast, 
•but many from a distance were un-

to 
be present due to heavy 


rains. 


A majority of the Christian con-
